FOR  ONE  PERSON  TO  WATCH  CAREFULLY  ALL  OF  THE  PEOPLE  WHO  ARE  LEAFING  THROUGH  THE  BOOKS.

FEELING  9F  GUILT  WHEN  LATER  THEY  LOOK  AT  7 HESE  PIECES  IN  THEIR  OWN  COLLECTION,  OR  DO  THEY 
CHUCKLE  WITH  GLEE  AND  RECALL  THE  CONSTERF  >TI  ON  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  OWNER  FROM  WHOM  THEY 
STOLE  THE  PIECES. 

YES,  IT  IS  STEALING,  IN  EXACTLY  THE  SA  ic  SENSE  AS  IF  THEY  HAD  TAKEN  MONEY  FROM  THEIR

WEST  KENTUCKY  COAL  COMPANY  -  HARK  E,  EAST  IN,  JR.

Some  few  years  ago  I  had  the  pleasure  of  having  had  some  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Eastin,  former  President  of  the  West  Kentucky  Coal  Company,  and  a  long  time  resident 
of  Madisonville,  Ky.  Subsequently ,  we  have  had  seme  few  telephone  conversations,  but 
to  this  date,  it  has  not  been  my  good  fortune  to  meet  this  fine  gentleman.  I  say  fine 
gentleman  for  a  number  of  reasons  including  the  fact  tliat  in  my  many  quests  for 
flickers  in  the  general  geographical  area  of  Western  Kentucky  I  have  talked  with 
many  retired  coal  miners.  It  is  the  concensus  of  those  that  I  have  talked  with  that 
Mr.  Eastin  was  very  fair  and  honest  with  his  approximately  5,000  employees.  I  have 
spent  enough  years  in  and  around  the  coalfields  to  recognize  this  as  an  unusual 
situation.  Normally,  you  will  find  that  many  of  the  older  coal  miners  are  not  too 
amiable  with  management  -  particularly  the  very  top  management. 

Too,  Mr.  Eastin  writes  most  informative  and  interesting  letters.  This  man  has  a 
wealth  of  knowledge  and  history  on  coal  and  he  is  not  reluctant  to  share  with  others. . 

When  I  contacted  him  relative  to  requesting  his  permission  to  publish  some  of 
his  letters  to  me  in  "SCRIP  TALK",  he  indicated  that  they  would  need  some  'polish'. 
Since  he  was  not  aware  that  he  would  ever  get  such  a  request,  this  is  easily  under¬ 
stood.  As  an  alternative  you  will  find  below  ny  efforts  to  abstract  seme  infomration 
from  his  correspondence  and  in  seme  instances  I  will  use  some  direct  quotes. 

He  was  bom  in  Sturgis,  Kentucky  and  his  father  was  Presient  of  the  bank.  At 
one  time  his  father  was  General  Manger  of  the  TRADEWATER  COAL  COMPANY.  This  corrpany 
was  owned  by  a  Mr.  Jake  Frankel  of  New  York  City.  The  period  was  the  very  early 
1900  's  and  the  corrpany  had  two  underground  mines  ih  the  No.  9  seam  with  a  total  cap¬ 
acity  of  2,000  tons  daily..'  The  company  had  a  loading’ facility  for  barges  and 
steamboats  near  the  mouth  of  the  Tradewater  River  with  a  railroad  of  about  five 
miles  in  length  from  the  mines  to  the  loading  facility.  Tradewater  River  flows  into 
the  Ohio  River  near  Caseyville,  Ky.  This  corrpany  operated  a  large  club  house  as  well 
as  a  company  store.  Mr.  Frankel  sold  these  properties  to  the  North  American  Company 
(AN.  Y.  electric  holding  company)  and  was  eventually  the  base  for  the  WEST  KENTUCKY 
COAL  COMPANY. 

As  a  boy  in  high  school,  Mr.  Eastin,  Jr.  worked  for  W.  K.  COAL  CO.  in  various 
jobs  including:  carrying  a  chain  for  the  engineers;  on  one  of  the  'tipples';  in 
the  blacksmith  shops  sharpening  bits;  and  one  sumner  loading  coal  by  hand.  He 
graduated  from  Vanderbilt  University  in  1929  and  was  married  the  same  year.  As  seme 
of  you  may  recall,  this  was  the  year  of  the  stock  market  crash  and  the  beginning  of 
the  great  depression  and  jobs  were  very  hard  to  come  by.  Consequently,  he  started 
to  work  for  the  WEST  KENTUCKY  COAL  COMPANY  in  their  sales  office  in  Paducah,  Ky.  as 
an  invoice  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $45.00  per  month.  No,  this  $45.00  is  not  a  typing 
error  and  this  salary  was  for  six  days  a  week  and  often  times  night  work. 

From  this  modest  beginning,  he  worked  his  way  to  become  President  of  the 
corrpany.  In  his  clinb  up  the  ladder  he  served  as  accounts  receivable  ledger  clerk/ 
supervisor  of  five  retail  coal  yeards  and  the  wholesale  offices  in  Louisville;  back 
to  Paduchas  as  assistant  to  Vice-President  of  Sales  and  'flunky'  (his  words)  to  the 
Sales  Manager.  Then  to  Earlington,  Ky.  as  ranager  of  the  St.  Bernard  Division  Sales 
in  1937.  Next  to  Assistant  Sales  Manager  of  the  entire  oarplex.  From  there  to  Sales 
Manager,  Asst,  to  the  President,  Vice-President,  Executive  Vice-President  in  1952 
and  finally  President  in  1955. 

When  ISLAND  CREEK  COAL  COMPANY  acquired  control  of  W.  K.  COAL  CO.  they  wanted 
to  move  Eastin  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  which  he  refused.  However,  he  did  assume  the 
presidency  of  the  W.  K.  COAL  CO.  Division  of  Island  Creek  for  a  period  of  twe  years 
in  order  to  help  with  the  transition.  He  was  a  director  of  ISLAND  CREEK  and  served 
as  a  consultant  after  his  retirement  in  1965.  He  did  remain  on  the  ISLAND  CREEK 

Board  of  Directors  until  they  were  acquired  by  OCCIDENTAL. 


VEST  KENTUCKY  COAL  COMPANY  -  MARK  E.  EAST  IN/  JR.  (Continued) 

VEST  KENTUCKY  COAL  COMPANY  acquired  ST.  BERNARD  COAL  COMPANY  in  1924  and  ran 
it  as  a  subsidiary  ccnpany .  Eleven  mines  were  included  in  the  operation.  The 
ccrpany  acquired  NASHVILLE  COAL  COMPANY  in  1951.  Most  of  the  mines  had  ccrpany 
stores  and  I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  there  was  a  company  store  in  Paducah  for 
the  benefit  of  the  barge  building  facility  and  river  operations .  For  years  this 
ccnpany  was  in  the  top  ten  of  commercial  coal  producers  in  the  United  States  with 
an  annual  tonnage  in  excess  of  11,000,000  tons. 

With  reference  to  'flickers'  the  following  are  direct  quotes;  "I  do  not  Yiave 
a  single  West  Kentucky  Coal  or  St.  Bernard  'flicker'.  I  once,  years  ago,  inquired 
of  our  Comptroller  about  our  'flickers'  (which  had  by  then  been  taken  out  of 
circulation) .  He  advised  that  ny  father,  in  his  capacity  at  the  bank  where  the 
scrip  was  stored,  had  found  out  they  were  being  counterfeited  and  that  they  had 
been  removed  from  the  bank  and  were  new  resting  at  the  bottom  of  one  of  the  old 
air  shafts  which  has  been  filled  in.  The  'flickers'  in  the  early  days  were  called 
"BRASS"  and  were  highly  trafficked  in.  They  were  bought  and  sold  at  discount  - 
sometimes  20C  on  the  dollar  -  but  usually  15C.  Even  the  banks  and  independent 
merchants  handled  them  and  they  were  used  freely  in  the  local  trading  area." 

Mr.  Eastin  is  an  avid  golfer  and  has  made  many,  many  trips  to  Europe.  He 
is  a  diversified  collector  of  sorts  and  I  get  the  impression  these  collections  are 
for  his  grandchildren.  In  his  early  days  he  was  a  jazz  musician  and  he  collects 
Dixie  Land  jazz  records  and  admits  to  having  some  good  and*  rare  ones.  His  wife 
collects  oriental  antiques.  He  would  very  much  like  to  have  seme  of  the  scrip 
his  ccnpany  formerly  used  so  that  he  could  present  it  to  his  grandchildren.  This 
is  surely  an  indication  of  the.  rarity  of  the  ccnpany  issue.  On  the  other  hand,  he 
does  have  two  different  denominations  of  TRADEV&TER  in  duplicate  that  he  will  trade 
for  VEST  KENTUCKY  scrip  or  other  good  Kentucky  items. 

For  the  information  of  all  scriptors  attending  the  Fall  Convention  in  Madison- 
ville,  Kentucky,  I  have  invited  Mr.  Eastin  to  come  by  the  Rairada  Inn.  Hopefully, 
we  will  all  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  "MR.  VEST  KENTUCKY  COAL  COMPANY".
